After landing here Atwood got in 
touch with the officers at West Point 
and told them that he wanted to go over 
here to start for the last stage of his 
fligh from the historie parade ground. 
When he took wing, shortly afterward, 
however, Atwood continued down the 
river, giving up the stop at West Point. 

Atwood passed down the river in 
front of Storm King at 9:24 a. m. He 
was then 54 miles from New York. . It 
was at this point that Curtiss had most 
of his trouble on his record flight of May 
29, 1910, because of the eddies: in the 
air caused by Storm King mountain, but 
Atwood had little difficulty.

He said that 
the first draft of a uniform law on this 
subject was made on the theory of com- 
pulsory compensation before the decision 
of the New York court of appeals de- 
¢lared the law of this nature in that 
state unconstitutional. The committee 
therefore required the acceptance by em- 
ployer and employee. Ten states have 
passed compensation acts—New York, 
New Jersey, Washington, Wisconsin, 
New Hampshire, Ohio, Kansas, Cali- 
fornia, Nevada and Massachusetts. 

“Of the civilized nations of the world 
22, including all the principal European 
countries and most of the European 
colonies, have enacted workmen’s com- 
pensation laws. Many of these are on 
the basis of insurance, but in none is the 
right to compensation confined to cases 
where the employer was at fault,” says 
the report. 

The movement in favor of the Bergen 
resolution, it was said, was checked at 
1 meeting of the executive committee 
last night and when it was presented 
today it was declared = th of order” by 
Walter George Smith,” the president.

Dr. Charles McCarthy, professor of 
law and politica] science in the Univer- 
sitv of Wisconsin, who has been for 10 
vears in charge of the legislative bureau 
of that state and a leader in the move- 
ment for progressive legislation, spoke 
against the resolution, saying “it was 
an effort on the part of the insurance 
companies to curb the desire of the 
states to obtain better insurance lawa.”

The 
consideration of the resolution would 
have caused a fight among the commis- 
sioners, involving political questions.” 

Dr. McCarthy is the only member of 
the conference who practises law. 

Prof. Ernst Freund, of the University 
of Chicago, presented a proposed uni- 
form marriage law requiring a five days’ 
interval between the application of the 
licens: and its issue. The main principle 
of the proposed bill is the elimination 
of the common law contract as a license 
is made essential to its validity. 

The bill sanctions any form of mar- 
riage that is in accordance with the rights 
of any religious society and makes pro- 
vision for the recording of licenses and 
the return of certificates.

A method of producing artificial rain | 
for farmers has been invented by Emilio 
Olsson, of Buenos Aires. An Olsson in- 
stallation is in successful use at the Pel- 
uffo Gardens in the Calle Rivadavia, and 
consists of three lengths of one-inch 
piping, two lengths being placed at an! 
altitude of five meters, and the third at. 
a height of three and one half meters, 
in accordance with the height of the 
plants watered. Each length of piping | 
is fitted with two jets.of four spouts 
each, the effect produced is exactly that 
of a shower of rain. Mr. Olsson has de- 
vised a method whereby the water can 
be charged electrically, with the result 
that crops are greatly improved.—Scien- 
tific American.
